Chinatown  Businosses,  Residents  Give  the  OK  for  Surveillance  Cameras

The  Boston  Police  presented 
the  Chinatown-area  community 
with  a  proposal  for  the  installa¬ 
tion  of  11  wireless  cameras  at 
significant  intersections  through¬ 
out  the  neighborhood. 

"These  cameras  are  not  a 
panacea,"  Capt.  O'Rourke  told 
the  assembled  community  lead¬ 
ers  at  the  monthly  safety  meeting 


on  April  5.  "They  will  help,  but 
they  will  not  solve  all  our  safety 
problems."  , 

The  Boston  Police  have  added 
more  resources  to  the  area  with 
increased  patrols  of  the  commu¬ 
nity,  addition  of  motorcycle  offi¬ 
cers,  and  undercover  operatives 
to  stop  prostitution  and  drug 
traffic. 

The  cameras  will  be  another 
"tool"  to  help  make  the  commu¬ 


nity  safer.  The  wireless  cameras 
will  use  the  dishes  on  the  roof  of 
the  New  England  Medical 
Center.  An  additional  feed  will 
be  sent  directly  to  police  head¬ 
quarters. 

One  area  of  concentration 
will  be  the  Tai  Tang  Village  with 
two  cameras.  Other  areas 
include:  Beach  Street  and 
Harrison  Avenue,  an  area  known 
for  drug  activity;  Washington 


and  Kneeland  Streets,  near 
McDonalds,  an  area  plagued  by 
prostitution;  and  Stuart  and 
Tremont  Streets. 

The  police  have  signed  a 
Memorandum  of  Understanding 
with  the  private  property  owners 
for  the  placement  of  the  cameras. 
A  company  has  bid  on  the  con¬ 
tract  and  the  locations  needed  to 
go  through  a  final  review  and 
get  community  approval. 


Everyone  at  the  safety  meet¬ 
ing  was  in  agreement  and  all 
wanted  the  cameras  in  place  and 
working.  The  only  questions 
concerned  those  streets  that 
would  not  be  covered. 

"This  first  set  of  cameras  will 
have  360-degree  surveillance," 
O'Rourke  said.  We  have  deter¬ 
mined  that  there  are  no  tall

Three  prominent  physicians 
from  China  -  all  recipients  of 
the  Arthur  Sackler  Foundation 
2004  Doctor  of  the  Year  Award 
-  came  to  Boston  on  April  12  for 
a  panel  discussion,  "Healthcare 
in  the  People's  Republic  of 
China  Today."  The  dinner 
event,  held  at  the  Imperial 
Seafood  House  in  Chinatown, 
was  organized  for  a  local  group 
of  Boston-area  doctors  called 
"Physicians  for  the  Asian 
American  Civic  Association." 

The  three  physicians  were: 
Yan  Ren,  instructor  and  attend¬ 
ing  physician  at  West  China 
Hospital,  affiliated  with  Sichuan 
University;  Feng  Gu,  attending 
physician  at  Peking  Union 
Medical  College  Hospital  in 
Beijing;  and  Xiao  Hong  Zhang, 
senior  editor  of  the  China 
Medical  Tribune,  a  medical 
newspaper  read  by  more  than 
400,000  doctors  in  China  that 
was  founded  in  1983  by  Dr. 
Arthur  Sackler  and  Xinzhong 
Qian,  China's  former  minister  of 
health.  A  fourth  physician,  also 
a  2004  Sackler  Foundation 
Doctor  of  the  Year,  Yi-Ming 
Mu,  was  unable  to  make  the 
Boston  segment  of  the  tour.  Dr. 


Mu  is  professor  and  vice  chief 
of  the  endocrinology  depart¬ 
ment  at  the  Chinese  People's 
Land  Army's  General  Hospital 
in  Beijing. 

The  four  doctors  are  on  a 
two-week  tour  of  the  United 
States  that  starts  in  Boston  and 
includes  visits  to  St.  Luke's 
Hospital  in  New  York,  the 
National  Institutes  of  Health, 
Baylor  University  in  Houston, 
Stanford  University,  and 
University  of  California  in  San 
Francisco.  The  moderator  of  the 
April  12  panel  discussion  was 
Curtis  Cutter,  a  board  member 
of  the  Sackler  Foundation  and 
the  China  Medical  Tribune. 

Cutter  gave  the  audience  an 
overview  of  the  great  strides  in 
public  health  that  China  has 
made  in  the  last  50  years.  After 
China  was  liberated  in  1949,  he 
explained,there  were  not 
enough  doctors.  China  concen¬ 
trated  its  resources  into  build¬ 
ing  an  infrastructure  to  advance 
public  health.  In  1949,  the  aver¬ 
age  life  expectancy  was  45  to  48 
years;  today,  said  Cutter,  it  is 
73.  Moreover,  Many  universities 
now  have  chairs  of  nutrition  on 
their  staffs. 

With  China's  population 


exceeding  a  billion,  the  problem 
of  covering  medical  costs  is  of 
utmost  importance.  Medical 
costs  are  the  largest  share  of 
consumer  debt,  said  Cutter  in 
an  interview  with  the  Sampan. 
Government  covers  healthcare 
for  its  employees  and  the  mili¬ 
tary,  and  many  companies 
cover  their  employees.  But  for 
the  vast  majority  not  in  any  of 
these  three  groups,  people  don't 
have  health  insurance  unless 
they  have  it  personally,  which 
can  be  an  enormous  financial 
burden.  China,  said  Cutter, 
wants  to  contain  the  problem  of 
medical  costs  -  and  expand  cov¬ 
erage  universally  -  before  it  gets 
out  of  control. 

China  currently  offers  two 
types  of  health  insurance,  said 
Dr.  Ren:  basic  insurance  and 
special  diseases.  Any  patient 
can  have  a  basic  insurance 
account,  although  age  is  a  factor 
in  its  cost.  Outpatients  under  40 
can  obtain  basic  insurance  for 
10  to  15  yuan  per  month;  those 
over  70, 50  to  100  yuan  per 
month.  (One  U.S.  dollar  equals 
approximately  8.5  yuan.)  Two

buildings  to  block  the 
view  and  we  will  get  the 
most  coverage  out  of 
these  locations." 

When  other  areas  such  as 
Oxford  and  Edinboro 
Streets  were  mentioned,  it 
was  explained  that  the 
surveillance  view  was 


very  short  and  could  not 
cover  the  whole  of  the 
street. 

"These  wireless  cameras 
are  the  first  phase," 
O'Rourke  explained. 
"There  will  be  a  second 
set  of  hard-wired  cameras 
that  will  cover  the  smaller 
alleys  and  streets."  The 
hard-wired  cameras  are 
more  expensive,  and  it 
takes  longer  to  get  the 


necessary  permissions  to 
get  them  in  place. 

The  next  step  before 
the  installation  of  the 
cameras  is  a  review  of  the 
covered  locations  and 
areas  by  a  deputy  super¬ 
intendent.  O'Rourke  said 
he  did  not  think  this 
process  would  take  much 
more  time  and  expected 
the  cameras  to  be  in  place 
before  the  summer.

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Biker  Cop  Makes  Good  in  Chinatown

You  may  have 
noticed  a  young  man  rid¬ 
ing  his  bicycle  around  the 
streets  of  Chinatown  with 
"Boston  Police"  in  large 
white  letters  covering  the 
back  of  his  special  uni¬ 
form.  It's  Tommy  Yang. 

He  is  a  special  bicycle 
patrol  officer  whose  "beat" 
is  Chinatown  and  the  sur¬ 
rounding  area. 

Yang  has  been 
with  the  Boston  Police  for 
10  years  and  been  assigned 
to  Chinatown  for  nine. 
Bom  in  the  South  End,  his 
family  moved  to 
Chinatown  when  he  was 
small.  "It  was  a  lot  differ¬ 
ent  then,"  he  said  in  a 
recent  interview. 

"People  never 
helped  each  other.  If  some¬ 
one  was  mugged  or  hurt, 
no  one  would  help.  A  lot 
of  Asians  were  victimized 
and  nobody  would  stop." 
He  attributes  this  attitude 
to  an  old-fashioned  fear 
that  Chinese  have  of  the 
law,  of  not  wanting  to  get 
anyone  into  trouble  out  of 
fear  of  revenge.  It  is  some¬ 


thing  he  is  still  fighting  to 
overcome. 

He  recalled  that 
as  he  grew  older,  he  saw 
people  robbed  "in  broad 
daylight"  and  thought  it 
was  not  right  and  some¬ 
thing  needed  to  be  done  to 
stop  it. 

When  he  had  an 
opportunity  to  become  a 
police  officer,  he  took  the 
chance.  He  saw  another 
opportunity  open  up  when 
he  was  assigned  to  the 
Chinatown  beat.  "At  first 
no  one  would  talk  to  me," 
he  remembered.  "They  all 
knew  who  I  was,  but  they 
thought  I'd  'gone  over  to 
the  other  side.'  It  took  a 
while  for  me  to  gain  t  heir 
trust." 

Yang  speaks  both 
Toisanese  and  Cantonese 
fluently.  He  spends  a  lot  of 
his  patrol  time  talking  to 
people,  mediating  disputes 
between  drivers  involved 
in  "fender  benders"  and 
just  being  there  to  help 
keep  small  arguments 
from  becoming  large. 

"I  know  these 
streets,"  he  said.  "I  know 


these  people,  I  understand 
their  problems,  and  my  job 
is  to  help  keep  them  safe." 

He  is  proud  to  be 
a  part  of  the  Boston  Police 
department  and  has  seen, 
firsthand,  the  results  of  the 
department's  efforts  to 
clear  out  the  Combat  Zone, 
formerly  a  haven  for  porno 
shops  and  criminals,  and 
make  the  streets  safer.  He 
has  also  seen  the  diversity 
of  the  community  as  new 
developments  are  built 
and  new  immigrants, 
speaking  different  dialects, 
make  Chinatown  their 
home.  He  works  with  com¬ 
munity  leaders  to  make 
this  transition  as  easy  as 
possible.  It  is  his  job  to 
work  with  everyone. 

"I  am  proud  of 
what  I  do,"  he  said.  "When 
you  see  me  on  patrol, 
wave  and  I'll  stop." 

Yang  is  practicing 
Community  Policing  -  he 
may  not  know  the  political 
jargon  for  his  job,  but  he's 
an  excellent  example  of 
police/ community  cooper¬ 
ation  in  action. 


ZB  A  Rejects  Gaiety  Appeal

The  Zoning  Board  of 
Appeal  has  dismissed  the 
Asian  American  Resource 
Workshop's  appeal  for 
standing  in  the  efforts  to 
save  the  Gaiety  Theatre,  at 
659-665  Washington  Street, 
from  demolition. 

The  Board  found  as  a 
matter  of  fact  "that  the 
AARW  has  not  demon¬ 
strated  any  injury  to  its 
property  rights  that  is  dif¬ 
ferent  from  the  effect  on 
the  general  public  or  other 
property  owners."  The 
Board  also  found  that  City 
Councilors  Felix  Arroyo 
and  Charles  Turner  do  not 
have  standing. 

In  the  hearing  held 
before  the  ZBA  on  March 
29,  spokesmen  for  the 
AARW  cited  public  law 
38-20  which  protects  the¬ 
aters  in  the  Boston 
Midtown  Cultural  District; 


if  one  is  demolished, 
another  must  be  built  in  its 
place.  The  AARW  stated 
that  it  had  plans  and 
promises  for  the  Gaiety  to 
become  a  Chinese  cultural 
center  and  thus  was  an 
affected  party. 

Kensington  Investment, 
the  developers  of  a  pro¬ 
posed  apartment  tower  at 
the  site  of  the  Gaiety,  has 
held  that  the  Gaiety  is  no 
longer  a  theater,  and  that 
the  change  of  use  allows  it 
to  demolish  the  building  in 
preparation  for  the  apart¬ 
ment  tower's  construction. 
This  view  is  supported  by 
the  Department  of 
Inspectional  Services  (ISD), 
who  issued  a  permit  for 
demolition  in  December 
2004. 

When  contacted  by 
phone.  Councilor  Arroyo's 
office  said  they  have  21 
days  to  appeal  this  deci¬ 


sion.  Arroyo  said:  "We 
have  to  meet  with  all  the 
community  parties  and  see 
what  we  will  do."  He  did 
not  say  if  they  will  appeal 
or  not.  Efforts  to  reach  the 
lawyer  for  the  Kensington 
Investment  were  not  suc¬ 
cessful.  Attorney  Matt 
Kiefer  did  not  return 
phone  calls  in  time  for  the 
Sampan's  deadline.  It  is  the 
contention  of  the  parties 
who  want  to  save  the  the¬ 
ater  that  the  ISD  did  not  go 
through  a  proper  hearing 
process  before  issuing  its 
demolition  permit.  They 
also  contend  that  the  the¬ 
ater  is  protected  by  the 
Midtown  Cultural  District 
plan 

This  decision  allows  the 
former  finding  by  the 
Department  of  Inspectional 
Services,  to  demolish  the 
Gaiety,  to  stand.

must  be  deposited  into  an 
insurance  account,  and  the 
employer  must  help  buy 
some  medications.  Basic 
insurance  also  covers  some 
drugs  at  about  30  percent; 
for  patients  over  70,  it  is  90 
percent  of  the  cost. 

If  patients  suffer  from 
severe  diseases,  basic 
health  insurance  covers  30 
to  90  percent  of  the  med¬ 
ical  costs,  with  age  again 
playing  a  factor  in  cover¬ 
age.  When  Dr.  Ren  was 
hospitalized  with  pneumo¬ 
nia  for  two  weeks  and 
treated  with  antibiotics, 
her  basic  insurance  cov¬ 
ered  50  percent  of  the 
costs.  If  she  had  been  70, 
the  coverage  would  have 
been  90  percent. 

The  second  type  of 
insurance,  the  special  dis¬ 
eases  fund,  covers  patients 
with  cancer,  diabetes,  heart 
disease,  and  high  blood 
pressure.  Patients  with 
cancer  can  have  a  higher 
percentage  of  their  medical 
costs  covered  than  can 
patients  with  more  com¬ 
mon  diseases.  Moreover, 
patients  with  diabetes  type 
2  may  receive  better  insur¬ 
ance  coverage  than  their 
counterparts  in  the  U.S. 

Cutter  said  that  such 
coverage  in  China,  even  if 
not  yet  available  in  the 
remote  countryside, 
reflects  the  country's  deter¬ 
mination  to  improve  the 
quality  of  health  while 
managing  medical  costs. 
The  Chinese  really  want  to 
"nip  it  in  the  bud,"  he  said. 

Extending  healthcare  to 
people  in  the  remote  coun¬ 
tryside  is  a  problem  that 
China  is  intent  on  accom¬ 
plishing  -  so  that  "900  mil¬ 
lion  farmers  won't  worry 
about  medical  care  costs," 
said  Dr.  Zhang.  China, 
realizing  that  most  farmers 
are  too  poor  to  afford  med¬ 
ical  insurance,  is  in  the 
midst  of  developing  coun¬ 
tryside  medical  care  for 
them.  By  2010,  she  said,  it 
is  hoped  that  the  whole 
nation  will  be  covered. 

Dr.  Gu  spoke  of  the  rig¬ 
orous  training  for  physi¬ 
cians  in  China.  High 
school  graduates  who  will 


become  doctors  follow  a 
highly-focused  medical 
career  path  as  soon  as  they 
start  college.  Doctors'  edu¬ 
cation,  she  said,  can  be 
several  programs:  five 
years,  or  a  bachelor's 
degree;  seven  years,  or  a 
master's  degree;  or  eight 
years,  or  a  doctoral  degree. 
"It's  much  like  the 
European  system," 
explained  Cutter.  After 
getting  a  BA,  a  doctor 
must  undergo  three  to  four 
more  years  of  training  to 
become  a  surgeon;  after 
three  years  of  training,  a 
doctor  may  specialize  in  a 
particular  field.  Attending 
physicians  like  Dr.  Gu  may 
require  another  exam  and 
five  years  of  training.  Her 
own  medical  residency 
lasted  three  years,  and  she 
spent  another  four  years  as 
a  fellow  in  endocrinology. 

Harold  Michtewitz,  an 
obstetrician  at  Brockton 
and  Massachusetts  General 
Hospitals,  asked  about  the 
use  of  acupuncture  in 
China.  At  West  China 
Hospital  and  Peking 
Hospital,  Chinese  medi¬ 
cine  (TCM)  and  acupunc¬ 
ture  are  in  different 
departments.  "Some  TCM 
are  really  useful,  especially 
for  diabetic  [nerve  dam¬ 
age],"  Dr.  Ren  said.  "In  my 
city  [in  Sichuan  province], 
a  university... exists  [and] 
many  foreigners  go  there 
to  study  acupuncture." 

Dr.  Gu  added: 
"Acupuncture  is  now  used 
to  treat  obesity.  Satiety  [the 
state  of  fullness  or  no 
longer  being  hungry]  is 
lower  with  this  [treat¬ 
ment]." 

The  final  question  of 
the  evening  caught  the 
amusement  of  the  three 
visiting  physicians  as  well 
as  the  audience.  "Are  doc¬ 
tors  in  China  rich?"  one 
curious,  health  profession¬ 
al  wanted  to  know.  Drs. 

Gu  and  Ren  smiled  "[Our 
salaries  are]  under  the 
average. .  .but. .  .our  status 
is  very  high."  Dr.  Ren 
added:  "Common  people 
think  we  must  be  very 
rich,  but  for  us,  we  know 
[that  is  not  true]."  NOTE:

The  appointed  Agent  is 
usually  a  family  member 
or  close  friend  who  is 
familiar  with  your  medical 
wishes  and  desires.  The 
Health  Care  Proxy  may 
also  contain  additional 
instructions  setting  forth 
your  wishes  for  treatment 
in  the  event  you  develop 
an  incurable  or  irreversible 
condition  caused  by  injury, 
disease  or  illness  which 
will  cause  your  death  with¬ 
in  a  short  period  of  time  or 
if  you  should  have  an 
incurable  or  irreversible 
condition  caused  by  injury, 
disease  or  illness  which 
leaves  you  in  a  persistent 
vegetative  state.  In  these 
instances,  you  may  or  may

Hematuria  is  the  presence 
of  blood  in  the  urine  and 
occurs  in  about  10%  of  the 
general  population  of 
Massachusetts.  Normally, 
the  kidneys  filter  blood 
and  gather  the  water  and 
waste  chemicals  not  want¬ 
ed  by  the  body.  This  mix¬ 
ture  of  waste,  called  urine, 
passes  through  the  ureters, 
the  bladder,  and  then  final¬ 
ly  to  the  urethra. 

In  hematuria,  abnormali¬ 
ties  in  the  urinary  tract 
cause  blood  to  leak  into 
the  urine.  Most  of  the  time, 
these  abnormalities  are 
temporary  and  will  correct 
themselves  over  time;  they 
include  mineral  imbal¬ 
ances  and  damages  to  the 
kidneys  and  urinary  tract 
through  injury.  Other 
times,  however,  hematuria 
may  indicate  more  serious 
diseases,  such  as  glomeru¬ 
lonephritis,  kidney  stones, 
tumors  in  the  urinary  sys¬ 
tem,  or  other  inherited 
renal  diseases.  You  should 
pay  particular  attention  to 
the  possibility  of  tumor  if 
you  have  hematuria, 
because  it  is  often  the  only 
symptom  of  tumor  in  the 
urinary  system.  Urinary 
tract  tumor  usually  begins 


not  wish  to  have  your  life 
prolonged  by  artificial 
means. 

You  may  think  that  you 
would  not  need  to  take 
these  measures  because 
your  family  would  take 
care  of  you  and  make  these 
decisions  for  you.  This, 
however,  is  not  always  as 
clear  or  as  simple  as  you 
may  think.  Your  family 
may  not  know  how  you 
would  want  to  be  treated, 
or  family  members  may 
disagree  on  the  subject. 
Without  a  Health  Care 
Proxy  in  situations  like 
this,  your  treatment  may 
be  left  to  the  hospitals  and 
doctors  to  decide. 

In  Florida,  a  young 
woman,  Terri  Schiavo,  suf¬ 
fered  a  heart  attack  that  cut 
off  oxygen  to  her  brain.  As 
a  result,  she  was  left 
severely  brain  damaged 
and  kept  alive  by  means  of 
a  feeding  tube.  Her  hus¬ 
band  told  doctors  that  she 
had  told  him  that  she 
would  never  want  to  be 
artificially  kept  alive  in 
such  a  state.  He  requested 
that  doctors  remove  his 
wife's  feeding  tube  and 
allow  her  to  die  naturally. 
Terri  Schiavo's  parents  dis¬ 
agreed  with  her  husband's 
decision  and  had  fought 
him  in  the  Florida  courts  to 
keep  their  daughter  alive. 
Because  Terri  Schiavo  did 
not  have  a  Health  Care 
Proxy,  no  one  can  say  with 
certainty  what  her  wishes 
were  with  respect  to  this 
situation.  As  a  result,  she 
was  kept  on  life  support 


in  the  inner  layer  of  the 
bladder.  It  starts  off  like 
small  plants  with  short 
branches  and  shallow 
roots.  Tumor  is  usually 
easy  to  cure  at  this  stage. 
With  time,  however,  the 
roots  and  branches  grow 
and  can  spread  outside  of 
the  bladder  to  other  parts 
of  the  body.  By  then,  the 
disease  is  very  difficult  to 
treat. 

In  gross  hematuria,  urine 
appears  red  or  dark-rusty. 
In  microscopic  hematuria, 
urine  may  look  normal  but 
on  closer  examination 
under  a  microscope,  a  high 
number  of  red  blood  cells 
can  be  detected.To  confirm 
the  presence  of  hematuria, 
the  doctor  may  perform  a 
series  of  tests  such  as  intra¬ 
venous  pyelogram  (IVP), 
cytoscopic  examination, 
urinalysis  and  blood  test. 
IVP  is  an  x-ray  of  the  uri¬ 
nary  tract  which  allows  the 
doctor  to  see  if  a  blockage 
is  present.  For  a  better 
view,  the  doctor  may 
insert  a  thin  tube  with  a 
small  camera  at  the  tip  into 
the  urethra.  This  equip¬ 
ment  is  called  a  cytoscope 
and  is  used  to  take  pic¬ 
tures  of  the  inside  of  the 
bladder.  Urinalysis  and 
blood  tests  are  run  to  see  if 


for  the  past

Had  Terri  Hiram  N.  Pan 
Schiavo  exe¬ 
cuted  a  Health  Care  Proxy 
prior  to  her  illness,  there 
would  be  no  controversy 
regarding  her  medical 
treatment. 

A  Health  Care  Proxy  is 
a  relatively  simple  docu¬ 
ment  that  every  person 
should  have.  As  stated 
above,  it  not  only  sets  forth 
your  desires  with  respect 
to  life  support,  but  also 
officially  appoints  someone 
you  trust  to  make  deci¬ 
sions  for  you  when  you  are 
unable  to  do  so.  Even 
though  the  Health  Care 
Proxy  is  not  a  complicated 
document,  it  does  have 
certain  signatures  and  wit¬ 
nessing  requirements. 
Therefore,  it  may  be  best  to 
consult  an  attorney  to 
assist  you  in  the  prepara¬ 
tion  and  execution  of  this 
document.

abnormal  waste  products, 
chemicals,  or  cells  are  pre¬ 
sent.  White  blood  cells  in 
the  urine  indicate  an  infec¬ 
tion  of  the  urinary  tract, 
while  excess  urine  protein 
or  waste  concentration  sig¬ 
nal  kidney  disease. 

Today's  technology  does 
not  require  open  surgery, 
and  early  examination  of 
hematuria  can  prevent  the 
need  for  major  surgeries. 

So  when  you  have  bloody 
urine,  do  not  ignore  it! 
Consult  a  physician  or 
urologist  immediately.

As  each  spring  comes 
to  the  Boston  area,  some 
students  contemplate  the 
completion  of  their  studies 
at  the  local  universities. 
They  think  about  what  to 
do  and  where  to  go  next. 
Among  international  stu¬ 
dents  who  have  become  a 
part  of  the  Boston  commu¬ 
nity  for  a  number  of  years, 
there  is  the  added  issue  of 
whether  they  need  to 
return  to  their  home  coun¬ 
tries  or  whether  they  can 
remain  in  the  U.S.  legally 
for  some  period  of  time. 
International  students 
often  ask  me  whether  and 
how  they  might  qualify  for 
a  green  card  to  remain  in 
the  U.S. 

First,  it  is  important  to 
remember  that  an  interna¬ 
tional  student's  visa  status 
is  one  that  requires  a 
showing  of  non-immigrant 
intent.  At  the  university 
level,  the  two  most  com¬ 
mon  visa  types  are  those 
for  academic  students  (F- 
1)  and  for  exchange  visi¬ 
tors  (J-l).  Both  of  these 
visas  require  a  showing 
that  the  student  will  return 
to  their  home  countries 
after  the  completion  of 
their  course  of  studies  in 
the  U.S. 

Thus,  in  theory,  having 
been  admitted  as  a  student 
to  the  U.S.  has  no  relation 
to  the  ability  to  obtain  a 
green  card.  This  is  irre¬ 
spective  of  the  length  of 
time  the  student  may  have 
been  in  the  U.S. 

Transitional  Steps 

As  a  practical  matter, 
however,  there  are  several 
transitional  steps  a  student 
may  take  that  could  lead 
to  permanent  residence  in 
the  U.S.  By  far  the  most 
common  is  that  an  F-l  stu¬ 
dent  would  obtain 
employment  with  a  U.S. 
employer  for  a  year  after 
the  completion  of  his  or 
her  studies.  This  year  of 
what  is  called  optional 
practical  training  (OPT)  is 
generally  allowed  to  stu¬ 
dents  on  an  F-l  visa.  J-l 
students  similarly  are 
allowed  a  period  (18 
months  or  more  in  some 
cases)  of  authorized  work 
under  academic  training 
following  completion  of 
studies.  The  student 
needs  to  consult  with  the 
designated  school  official 
(DSO)  at  the  student's  uni¬ 
versity  to  obtain  informa¬ 
tion  as  to  procedures  and 
approval  for  such  work. 

Prior  to  the  expiration 
of  the  year  of  OPT,  the 
U.S.  employer  can  sponsor 
the  student  for  further 
employment  under  a  tem¬ 
porary  work  visa.  For  uni¬ 
versity  graduates,  this 
would  generally  be  an  H- 
1B  visa  for  workers  in  spe¬ 
cialized  occupations. 
Persons  can  generally 
work  in  the  U.S.  on  an  H- 
1B  visa  for  up  to  six  years. 
0-1  students,  however. 


may  be  subject  to  a 
requirement  that  they 
return  to  their  home  coun¬ 
tries  for  two  years  after 
completion  of  studies  and 
academic  training  and 
should  consult  with  their 
DSO  and  sponsor  to  deter¬ 
mine  whether  they  are 
subject  to  such  require¬ 
ment.) 

OPT  and  subsequent 
work  under  an  H-1B,  may 
allow  a  former  student  to 
remain  in  the  U.S.  for  a 
significant  period  of  time. 
During  this  time,  the  most 
common  way  to  obtain  a 
green  card  is  to  qualify 
under  either  an  employ¬ 
ment-based  category  (gen¬ 
erally  requiring  a  U.S. 
employer  sponsor)  or  a 
family-based  category 
(requiring  a  family  spon¬ 
sor). 

Employment-Based 

Immigration 

There  are  several 
employment-based  cate¬ 
gories  under  which  a  per¬ 
son  can  qualify  for  a  green 
card.  The  most  common 
categories  for  former  inter¬ 
national  students  are  the 
EB-2  and  EB-3  categories. 

The  EB-2  category 
includes  professionals 
with  advanced  degrees 
(generally  a  degree 
beyond  bachelor's  or  a 
bachelor's  degree  and  five 
years  of  progressive  expe¬ 
rience)  or  persons  with 
exceptional  ability. 

The  EB-3  category 
includes  skilled  or  profes¬ 
sional  workers  and  may 
include  foreign  nationals 
with  bachelor's  degree 
who  otherwise  do  not 
qualify  for  the  higher  pref¬ 
erence  category,  foreign 
national  skilled  workers 
with  a  minimum  two 
years  training  and  experi¬ 
ence  and  certain  unskilled 
workers. 

The  process  for  an 
employer's  sponsoring  a 
worker  for  green  card 
begins  with  an  application 
for  a  Labor  Certification 
from  the  U.S.  Department 
of  Labor.  This  certification 
is  to  evidence  that  a  U.S. 
worker  could  not  be  found 
for  the  position  offered 
and  that  the  hiring  of  the 
foreign  worker  would  not 
negatively  affect  other  U.S. 
workers.  As  of  March  28, 
2005,  the  U.S.  Department 
of  Labor  began  to  imple¬ 
ment  new  rules  (called 
PERM)  for  the  processing 
of  such  Labor  Certifi¬ 
cations.  Among  other 
requirements,  the  new 
rules  require  certain 
attempts  at  recruitment 
prior  to  the  filing  of  the 
Labor  Certification  appli¬ 
cation.  The  new  rules 
were  intended  to  stream¬ 
line  the  application 
process.  Prior  to  the 
implementation  of  the  new 
rules,  approval  on  a  Labor 
Certification  can  take 
upwards  of  approximately

three  years. 

After  such 
certifica¬ 
tion,  the 
employer 
needs  to 
submit  a 
petition 
(on  Form 
1-140)  to 
classify 
the  worker 

as  an  immigrant.  In  addi¬ 
tion  to  these  procedures, 
however,  only  a  certain 
number  of  visas  are  avail¬ 
able  for  each  particular 
employment-based  immi¬ 
grant  category  a  year  and 
a  worker  must  wait  until  a 
visa  number  is  available 
before  he  or  she  can  finally 
adjust  to  permanent  resi¬ 
dent  status. 


An  attorney  should  gener¬ 
ally  be  consulted  as  the 
process  is  complicated  and 
involves  many  filing  and 
record-keeping  require¬ 
ments. 


Family-Based 

Immigration 

As  a  final  note,  it  is  also 
possible  for  a  student  to 
transition  to  a  permanent 
residence  status  through  a 
family  sponsorship  while 
the  student  is  still  in  the 
U.S. 

The  easiest  avenue  is 
where  the  international 
student  has  married  a  U.S. 
citizen.  In  such  case,  the 
U.S.  citizen  spouse  would 
need  to  petition  for  the 
student's  immigrant  status 
using  Form  1-130.  At  the 
same  time,  the  student 
would  need  to  submit  an 
adjustment  of  status  appli¬ 
cation  on  Form  1-485. 

Many  applicants  would 
also  submit  an  application 
for  an  employment  autho¬ 
rization  document  to  work 
in  the  U.S.  pending  the 
processing  of  the  Form  I- 
130  and  Form  1-485. 

There  are  other  immi¬ 
grant  categories  as  well. 
Applicants  should  visit  the 
U.S.  Citizenship  and 
Immigration  Services  web¬ 
site  at  www.uscis.gov  for 
more  information  on  both 
employment  and  family 
based  immigration  cate¬ 
gories  and  procedures.

Book  Review 

"Anchor 

By  Taylor  Stoehr 

In  recent  years  there  have 
been  many  new  books  of 
Chinese  poetry  meant  for 
English  readers.  Most  con¬ 
centrate  single  authors  or 
focus  on  particular  periods 
and  themes.  Although 
there  have  also  been  some 
excellent  college  textbooks 
surveying  not  only  poetry 
but  all  of  Chinese  litera¬ 
ture,  the  only  collections 
for  the  general  reader  that 
cover  the  entire  3,000  years 
of  Chinese  verse  have  been 
Robert  Payne's  The  White 
Pony  (1947)  and  Wu-chi 
Liu  and  Irving  Yucheng 
Lo's  Sunflower  Splendor 
(1975).  Except  for  a  tanta¬ 
lizing  sample  from  Mao 
Zedong  himself,  neither  of 
these  books  included 
poems  written  after  the 
founding  of  the  People's 
Republic  in  1949.  Now,  a 
generation  later,  the  origi¬ 
nal  publishers  of 
Sunflower  Splendor  have 
released  a  new  anthology 
designed  to  supplant  those 
earlier  collections,  The 
Anchor  Book  of  Chinese 
Poetry,  edited  by  Tony 
Bamstone  and  Chou  Ping. 

Bamstone  and  Chou, 
both  poets  as  well  as  schol¬ 
ars,  have  translated  most 
of  the  hundreds  of  poems, 
rather  than  relying  on  a 
network  of  academic 
Sinologists  with  little  or  no 
poetic  talent.  The  editors 
do  borrow  from  other 
poets,  but  only  the  most 
accomplished  translators, 
like  Arthur  Waley, 

Kenneth  Rexroth,  and 
Burton  Watson,  supple¬ 
mented  by  a  few  widely 
respected  new  arrivals  like 
Sam  Hamill  and  David 
Hinton.  The  results  in 
quality  and  consistency  are 
reader-friendly  and  do 
greater  justice  to  the  extra¬ 
ordinary  wealth  of  China's 
poetic  inheritance  than  ear¬ 
lier  collections  that  sacri¬ 
ficed  artistic  quality  to 
broader  coverage. 

If  the  impress  of  Bamstone 
and  Chou's  own  sensibility 
is  evident  in  this  new  col¬ 
lection,  so  too  is  the  pull  of 
the  marketplace.  Today's 
audiences  want  larger 
samples  from  legendary 
poets  like  Li  Bai  and  from 
literary  celebrities  like  Ha 
Jin ,  which  means  less 
attention  to  the  1,000  years 
between  the  glories  of  the 
Tang  dynasty  and  the  star¬ 
tling  "New  Poetry"  that 
erupted  at  the  end  of  the 
Qing.  In  the  30  years 
since  Sunflower  Splendor, 
for  example,  the  reputation 
of  Han  Shan,  the  "hermit" 
poet  known  to 
Anglophone  readers  as 
'Cold  Mountain,'  has 
soared  as  a  result  of 
Western  fascination  with 
Buddhism  and  Daoism, 
and  this  is  reflected  in  the 
decision  to  quadruple  the 
number  of  his  poems  in 
the  Bamstone/ Chou  col¬ 
lection.  Meanwhile,  a  less

fashionable  poet  like  Han 
Yu,  also  from  the  Tang  but 
"deeply  opposed  to 
Buddhism,"  was  represent¬ 
ed  in  Sunflower  Splendor 
by  25  pages,  but  is  cut 
back  to  four  in  the  Anchor 
Book. 

generation  has  its  new 
voices,  and  older  poets 
must  make  room  for  them. 
Bamstone  and  Chou  have 
weeded  the  classics  in 
order  to  showcase  a  half 
dozen  or  so  most  respected 
masters,  and  also  to  offer  a 
generous  sample  of  poets 
whose  careers  began  after 
1949,  starting  with  Mao 
and  ending  with  recent 
work  by  poets  in  exile  like 
Bei  Dao,  Yang  Lian,  and 
Ha  Jin. 

The  Anchor  Book's 
"Modem  and 

Contemporary  Period"  will 


be  of  special  interest  to 
readers  who  care  about  the 
fateful  political  struggles 
that  have  convulsed  China 
for  the  last  hundred  years. 
Literature  often  thrives  on 
repression,  and  even  when 
the  state  is  ruthlessly 
stamping  out  dissent,  writ¬ 
ers  usually  find  ways  of 
smuggling  their  protest 
poems  into  the  public 
domain.  Instead  of  an  eso¬ 
teric  cult  where  poets  write 
primarily  for  each  other, 
poetry  can  become  a  grass¬ 
roots  phenomenon, 
spreading  like  gossip  or 
like  song  among  ordinary 
people.  Something  like 
this  can  happen  in  wartime 
among  soldiers,  or  among 
fugitives  living  in  exile. 
These  high-pressure  zones 
are  represented  in 
Bamstone  and  Chou's 
selections.  Some  poets  in 
this  book  lost  their  lives  by 
assassination  or  execution 
during  the  Guomindang 
period;  some,  like  Mao 
Zedong,  wrote  soldier 
poetry  on  the  march; 
Nationalists  in  exile  on 
Taiwan  or  in  the  U.S.  kept 
writing  after  the  Red  Army 
victory,  as  did  Communist 
poets  who  stayed  on  the 
mainland  and  were  caught 
up  in  the  factionalism  of 
the  new  regime;  some 
were  Red  Guards  during 
the  Cultural  Revolution, 
some  were  victims  of  the 
Red  Guards;  some  were 
poets  in  the  wall-poster 
campaign,  or  activists  in 
the  "democracy"  move¬ 
ment  that  led  to 
Tiananmen  Square. 

Anyone  familiar  with  Tang 
poetry  - 140  pages  in  this 
collection  -  will  recall  that 
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many  poems  by  the  classi¬ 
cal  masters,  especially  men 
like  Du  Fu,  Bai  Juyi,  and 
his  friend  Yuan  Zhen, 
were  also  written  in  politi¬ 
cal  exile,  or  in  times  of  civil 
war,  as  with  Wang  Wei, 
who  found  himself  on  the 
wrong  side  and  forced  to 
serve  a  rebel  government, 
and  then  faced  charges  of 
treason.  Although 
Bamstone  and  Chou 
include  a  few  famous 
"protest"  poems  like  Du 
Fu's  "Ballad  of  the  War 
Wagons"  and  Bai  Juyi's 
"The  Old  Charcoal  Seller," 
their  selections  keep  this 
sort  of  verse  to  a  mini¬ 
mum.  It  is  symptomatic 
that  they  fail  to  include  the 
anonymous  yuefu  poem 
known  as  "Fighting  South 
of  the  Wall"  (Han  dynasty) 
that  gave  rise  to  so  many 


later  imitations,  including 
several  heartfelt  render¬ 
ings  by  Li  Bai.  The  reader 
will  find  one  of  Li  Bai's 
versions  printed  here,  as 
well  as  poems  by  Zhang  Ji 
and  Wang  Changling  that 
also  allude  to  the  ancient 
ballad,  but  these  few 
examples  of  antiwar  art  are 
swamped  by  the  landscape 
poetry,  traveler's  diary- 
notes,  and  melancholy  lyri¬ 
cism.  Curiously,  even  the 
themes  of  loneliness  and 
longing  for  family  and 
friends,  a  staple  of  Tang 
verse,  seem  muted  in  this 
anthology.  Given  the 
emphasis  on  politically- 
determined  poetry  in 
Bamstone  and  Chou's 
modem  and  contemporary 
section,  this  is  strange.  It 
is  also  unfortunate,  since  a 
comparison  of  classic  and 
contemporary  political 
poetry  can  tell  us  much 
about  the  human  spirit 
and  the  difficult  times. 
Although  political  censor¬ 
ship  may  make  poetry 
more  potent,  it  does  not 
necessarily  make  it  more 
eloquent.  The  so-called 
"Misty"  poets,  who  began 
to  write  in  reaction  to  the 
Cultural  Revolution  and 
whose  influence  still  domi¬ 
nates  the  scene,  are  not 
nearly  so  forceful  as  the 
Tang  masters  in  their 
denunciation  of  the  abuse 
of  power. 

Part  of  the  problem  is  that 
the  regime  these  poets  are 
protesting  decreed  that 
poetry  should  have  a  polit¬ 
ical  aim.  Ever  since  Mao's 
1942  Talks  on  Literature 
and  Art  in  Yenan,  officially 
approved  poetry  celebrat¬ 
ed  the  common  people  and 
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their  revolution.  Authors 
desiring  artistic  autonomy 
found  themselves  in  a 
paradoxical  comer  where 
the  refusal  to  write  politi¬ 
cal  poetry  was  the  most 
political  act  they  could 
imagine.  The  back-and- 
forth  of  thaw  and  freeze 
that  Mao  manipulated  so 
expertly  has  kept  dissident 
artists  trapped  in  the  iso¬ 
lated  and  frail  autonomy 
they  are  so  eager  to  pro¬ 
tect. 

No  matter  how  careful 
poets  were  to  avoid  direct 
criticism  of  the  regime, 
their  refusal  to  take  seats 
on  the  political  bandwag¬ 
on  resulted  in  official  dis¬ 
approval  of  their  intense 
preoccupation  with  subjec¬ 
tive  experience.  As  long  as 
they  remained  on  the 
mainland,  their  work  had 
enough  coherence 
to  be  seen  as  a 
threat.  Indeed, 
their  enemies  inad¬ 
vertently  promot¬ 
ed  the  impression 
of  a  movement  by 
bestowing  on  them 
the  accusatory 
label  mengleng 
(obscure,  misty), 
which  they  chose 
to  accept  as  their 
banner. 

Once  they  went  into  exile, 
restless  self-absorption  and 
elusive,  private  symbolism 
betrayed  them  -  for  their 
pursuit  of  "language 
experiments"  to  express 
"inner  life"  turned  out  to 
be  more  or  less  indistin¬ 
guishable  from  the  apoliti¬ 
cal  self-indulgence  and 
murky  lyricism  found  in 
the  majority  of  poets  in 
exile.  Ironically,  this  fate 
has  followed  almost  all 
contemporary  Chinese 
poets  of  any  note,  regard¬ 
less  of  their  political  back¬ 
ground. 

Comparison  with  Tang 
poets  in  disfavor  or  exile  is 
instructive.  Although 
often  in  much  greater  jeop¬ 
ardy,  and  frequently  more 
isolated  and  impoverished 
than  today's  dissidents,  it 
was  rare  that  they  fell  into 
the  same  sort  of  febrile  aes¬ 
theticism.  Now  and  then  a 
strain  of  self-pity  can  be 
heard  in  Du  Fu,  a  note  of 
bitterness  in  Liu 
Zongyuan,  world-weari¬ 
ness  in  Bai  Juyi,  self-imita¬ 
tive  posing  in  Han  Shan, 
straining  for  cleverness  in 
Li  He  -  but  none  of  these  • 
men  could  be  called  cyni¬ 
cal  or  despairing. 

Although  the  melan¬ 
choly  of  the  Tang  poet  in 
exile  often  gives  rise  to 
lament,  we  never  find  him 
wallowing  in  anomie  the 
way  his  modern  counter¬ 
part  is  apt  to  do.  Lonely 
brooding  has  given  way  to 
the  gnashing  of  teeth 
where  there  is  nothing 
solid  to  bite. 

Perhaps  I  overstate  the 
case,  but  it  seems  to  me 
that  these  differences  may 
be  accounted  for  as  part  of

human 
connec¬ 
tions. 

They 

remembered  the  long  his¬ 
tory  of  war,  the  suffering 
of  the  people,  the  faces  of 
old  friends  perhaps  never 
to  be  seen  again,  and  they 
wrote  about  them.  These 
themes  do  not  often 
appear  in  contemporary 
verse. 

In  my  opinion 
Bamstone  and  Chou  are 
not  superlative  translators 
of  the  classics,  most  of 
their  work  is  of  a  high 
order  and  certainly  prefer¬ 
able  to  the  old  standbys.  If 


you  had  to  choose  a  single 
book  of  Chinese  poetry  in 
English,  this  would  be  the 
one  to  fit  in  your  backpack 
for  the  proverbial  desert 
island.  Readers  who  want 
only  the  very  best  English 
translations  must  rely  on 
separate  volumes  of  indi¬ 
vidual  poets,  often  rare  or 
expensive.

In  the  case  of  the 
woman  stabbed  and 
robbed  on  Tyler  Street  last 
month,  officers  had  been 
in  the  area,  and  they  were 
on  the  scene  in  a  matter  of 
minutes.  Streets  were 
blocked  but  the  "snatchers" 
were  not  caught.  In  two 
robberies  that  occurred  on 
April  9,  a  few  days  after 
O'Rourke  spoke  to  the 
Chinatown  Safety 
Committee,  the  suspects 
also  were  not  caught. 

"We  cannot  be  every¬ 
where,"  O'Rourke  stressed. 
"We  need  your  help.  We 
need  you  to  keep  an  eye 
out  and  when  you  see 
someone  who  does  not 
belong  in  the  neighbor¬ 
hood,  give  us  a  call." 
O'Rourke  explained  that 
once  someone  who  is  loi¬ 
tering  and  "casing  the 
area"  is  questioned  by  the 
police,  the  person  leaves 
and  a  criminal  incident 
does  not  happen. 

Calling  911  is  an  important 
part  of  the  policing  of  the 
neighborhood.  If  the  call  is 
made  on  a  cell  phone,  the 
line  goes  to  the  State 
Police;  if  it  is  by  a  land 
phone,  the  call  goes  direct¬ 
ly  to  the  Boston  Police. 
Boston  has  "enhanced  9-1- 
1,"  which  means  that  the 
address  of  the  caller  is 
identified  at  the  same  time 
the  call  is  made.  This 
added  feature  allows  offi¬ 
cers  to  respond  to  an 
address  even  if  the  phone 
connection  is  broken. 

Law  enforcement  repre¬ 
sentatives  and  participants 
at  the  safety  meeting 
talked  about  the  best 


means  of  promoting  the 
use  of  a  neighborhood 
watch  and  encouraging 
residents  to  call  911  when 
they  see  people  who  are 
unknown  or  loitering 
about  the  neighborhood. 
Bill  Moy,  coordinator  of 
the  safety  meeting,  agreed 
that  the  community  need¬ 
ed  to  be  involved  in  this 
effort.  He  suggested  that 
Chinatown  establish  a 
neighborhood  watch  simi¬ 
lar  to  those  done  in  other 
Boston  communities.  He 
will  take  the  suggestion  to 
the  next  safety  meeting 
and  get  flyers  printed  in 
both  English  and  Chinese 
for  neighborhood  distribu¬ 
tion.  The  flyer  will  also 
contain  directions  for  the 
use  of  911.
